L IT E R A R Y .—Th« Messrs. H arper's, 
of New-York, have just published in one 
vol. the Memoirs or th e Duchess D’ An- 
RA.ME9.—Of this work, the Boston Mirror 
remarks: 


“ The authores* of these Memoirs, 
from the relation in which she stood to 
the principal actors in the 
politicul 
drama which engrossed tbe attention of 
Europe for thirty-five years, was, per­ 
haps, as well qualified to delineate the 
“ scenes that occurred during that epoch 
of wonder and horror,” as uny writer 
who has yet undertaken the difhcult and 
unpleasant task. 
We are informed that 
between the mother of our authoress 
and the 
Bonaparte family the closest 
friendship subsisted.

she says, “ lived long on a looting of 
intimacy with us. 
He used to frequent 
my father’s house when I was yet 
child and he scarcely a young man. 
1 
may almost say, that 1 have witnessed 
every scene of his life, for being married 
to one of those men who were devotedly 
attached to him and constantly with him, 
what I did not myself see, 1 was nccu- 
rately informed of.” 
It,is, thnrefore, 
evident that lew individuals who have 
written about 
Napoleon, have been 
more competeet to give a detailed ac­ 
count of him.—The mother of Madame 
Junot waa present at his birth—rocked 
him his cradle, and was second mother 
to him when he quitted Brienne for 
Paris. 
We have found time only to 
ran over a few pages of the work,— 
enough, however, to satisfy our o vn 
mind th«i w'e have an unusually rich and 
palatable repast in reserve lor a leisure 
evening.

Bat those days so brilhmit' in our 
camps, were dull nnd gloomy in our' 
cities ; the latter were a prey to civil 
civil dissentioo.

T he termination of thin conflict ««us the 
more doubtful, for anurchy ivn* fostered 
in an element but too fnvoraM«; to its 
growth, while on the other Imml jiovvir 
which was almost iilway* nsui|trti by 
force, and never delegated by a n-usoiia- 
ble majority, could neither be awarded 
nor exercised without a struggle.— 
Such contests always terminate in con- 
vulsibns, and bow many have we not 
seen. 


How often, when listening to the dis­ 
cussion which were maintained around 
me, have 1 heard the destruction ot my 
unfortunate country predicted. 
Ala* ! 
France was doomed to linger out a long 
career of misfortune ! 
What «a» done 
one day. rtas undone the next ; but it is 
not so easy to build up us to pull down, 
and in France the truth oi this ronimvn- 
pluce proverb was lorcibly verified. 


Next succeeded the directorial reign; 
that monstrous union of anarchy, tyranny 
and weakness. 
1 saw those t ’a?<]um 
Kings in whose hands the sceptre nj< a 
mere club with which they struck until 
the blow becainc a wound. 
1 he reign 
terminated, and the Consulate for life 
marked the dawn of a new era, aud 
France once more rose from amid wreck 
and ruio. 
Next came tbe days of the 
Empire, that great and prodigious mi­ 
racle! Doubtless the true republican 
regretted his invaded rights—but where 
is the French heart that does not beat at 
the recollection of that era of glory 1 - 
ou hearing the names of those men who 
marched to the battle as they Would go 
to a fete !— who purchased a victory 
by a scar, and proclaimed France thu 
beloved of nations from the Vistula to 
the Tagus ! 


Thus I beheld the star of our pros­ 
perity at its apogee ; I saw it wave into 
obscurity, re-appear and sink a second 
time. 
During thes* changes my heart 
has of course been faithfully afflicted.— 
1 have suffered deeply, and my silent 
sorrow has been more bitter than the 
loud despair of many others. However, 
it was even some gratification to French 
pride to see all Europe advancing to 
cnuh a sovereign of whom b u ta lew 
days previous it had been the slave." 


Our authoress mentions as »curious 
fact, not generally known, that Bona­ 
parte was reputed to be of Greek de­ 
scent. 
The following extract furnishes 
the grounds on »Inch this belief rests : 


“ When Constantine Comneus lauded 
iu Corsica, in I67G, at the head oi thu 
Oreek colony, he had with him several 
sons, one oi whom was mimed Calome- 
ros. 
This son lie sent to Florence, on 
a mission to the Grand-Duke ot 'I uscu- 
ny. 
The grand-duke prevailed on the 
young Greek to renounce Corsica, and 
fix his abode io Tuscany. 
After some 
interval of lime, an indmdat named 
Calomeros came fi<yn 
Italy—mdeid 
frc:nTuscany—and fixed his abode in 
Corsica, where bis descendants lormcd 
the family of Bonaparte ; for the name 
ofColomeros, literally Italianized, * i r - 
nifies àuona parte, or btila parte. 
'I he 
only question is, whether the t alomeros 
who left Corsica, and the Calomeios 
who came there have a direct filiation. 
—Two facts, however, are certain, 
namely, the departure of one, and tue 
arrival of tbe other. 
It is a singular 
circumstance that th<- Comneni,in speak­ 
ing of the Bonaparte lamily, always 
designate them by the names ot Cn/o- 
mero, L’alomen, or Calomeriani, accord­ 
ing as they allude to one individual or 
several collectively . Both families were 
united by the mos: intimate friendship."
